THE DADRA AND NAGAR HAVELI (DELEGATION OF 
POWERS) REGULATION, 1964 

No. 10 OF 1964 

Promulgated by the President in the Fifteenth year of the 
Republic of India. 

A Regulation to provide for the delegation of powers vested 
in the Administrator of the Un.on territory cf Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by article 240 «rf the Consti¬ 
tution, the President is pleased to promulgate the following Regu¬ 
lation made by him: — 

1. (1) This Regulation may be called the Dadra and Kugar Haveli 
(Delegation oi Powers) Regulation, 1964. 

(2) It extends to the whole of the Union territory of Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli. 

(3) It shall come into fcrce at once. 
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2 . In this Regulation, “Administrator" means the administrator 
of the Union territory or Dadra and Nagar Haveli appointed by the 
President under article 201) or the Constitution. 

3. (I) Any power, authority or jurisdiction or any duty which 
the Administrator may exercise or discharge under any law in force 
in the Union territory of Dadra and Nagar Havcli may be exercised 
or discharged also by such officer or _otuer authority as may be spe¬ 
cified in this behalf by the Central Government or the Administrator 
by notification in the Official Gazette. 

(2) The Administrator may transfer any appeal or application 
for revision or any other matter pending before him for disposal to 
an officer or other authority competent under sub-section ( 1) to dis¬ 
pose of the same, 

(3) The Administrator may withdraw fur disposal by himself any 
appeal or application inr revision or any other matter pending be¬ 
fore an officer or other authority competent under sub-section ( 1) 
to dispose of the same.
